THE WONDER RAY 


The x-ray has helped medical 
science accomplish wonders since its 
discovery by Professor Roentgen 67 
years ago, It has greatly simplified 
the detection and setting of bone 
fractures and has taken the guess- 
work out of the diagnosis of many 
human ailments. Tuberculosis, once 
a malady responsible for thousands 
of deaths anually, is now on the wane 
thanks to free chest x-ray clinics op: 
erating in every province, 


Until recently, the x-ray was used 
almost exclusively on humans. If a 
horse broke its leg it was invariably 
shot. If-a cow swallowed a few bits 
of barb wire and her milk production 
began te drop drastically, she was 
butchered. If a pet cat or dog was 
seriously ill it often landed in the gag 
chamber, 

But this situation is changing today. 
Veterinary science has adopted the 
x-ray is one of its tools. Results 
have been so gratifying in diagnos. 
ing diseases and injuries that it is 
fast becoming as essential to the pro- 
fesion as radiology is to modern mede 
icine, 

Research workers in Canadian ag- 
ricultural colleges are using the x-ray 
to produce mutations in the plant 
world which may some day help al- 
leviate the world food shortage, One 
scientist produced a corn plant with 
ears two feet long, but this giant was 
lost to the world because no record 
was kept of the amount of radiation 
used in the experiment. 

Another beneficial use of the x-ray 
is its ability to “sce” flaws in metal 
which as resulted in stronger and

On the other 
hand, there was assurance that no acute labour shortages were expected 
in the near future,

feel the shortage of labour available ‘to them, and various suggestions have 
been made as to ways in which this competition might be met, Extensive 
farm mechanization in many parts of the country has reduced the need 
for help, but there remains a considerable demand for a farm labour force, 


especially at certain seasons of the year.

Company officials reported that the 
gas horizon also showed “consider- 
able” oil staining but that no further 
comment could be made on this until 
further tests are made, They said 
that the drilling rig is coring ahead 
at five-foot intervals and running 
drill stem tests at each interval. 

Company officials reported that the 
well tested at least seven million 
cubic feet production per day before 
it blew the mercury out of the mano- 
meter—an instrument used for meas- 
uring gas flow. ~ 

This compares favorably with the 
production rate reported from other 
recent natural gas strikes in the 
Same general area, 

The gas flow in wells at Brock, 35 

miles to the northwest, ranged be- 
tween five and 10 million cubic feet 
per day. Some of the wells in the 
Coleville field, 65 miles to the north- 
west, were below five milion. 
- Resources’ Minister Brockelbank 
described the find as ‘very encour- 
aging’ and said it would definitely 
be a commercial well. He pointed 
out that the Elrose find is the most 
southerly extension of a line of gas 
fields and finds in Alberta and Sask-

He said some 
100 cases of measles have been re- 
ported unofficially in the town of 
about 1,300 population. 


New projects to develop the prov- 
ince’s oil, natural gas, forests and 
mines, and to process the products of 
its rich soil, will pour nearly $900,- 
000,000 {nto Alberta within the next 
few years, 

The figure is from the Alberta In- 
dustrial Development Board. Without 
going into still-confidential detail, Di- 
rector Richard Martland said the sum 
represents “firm” projects — under- 
takings ‘past the inquiry phase” and 
now in the planning stage. 

“Of course,” said) Mr. Martland, 
“things could happen to’ change some 
of the developments planhed, such as 
a shortage of materials or an out- 
break of war.” He added that indi- 
vidual projects will be announced by 
the firms concerned as plans are 
completed. 

This indication of future develop- 
ment came as the province wound up 
its most prosperous year, a year in 
which Premier E. C. Manning said 
that if the development of natural 
resources continues at the present 
accelerated rate it “is not too vision- 
ary” to foresee the day when Alberta 
will be a debt-free and tax-free prov- 
ince. 

The province's oil wells produced 
an estimated $135,000,000 worth of 
crude during the 12 months, but still 
were held in rein because of inade- 
quate means of getting oil to market. 
At the year end, work was beginning 
on an $82,000,000 pipeline from Ed- 
monton to the Pacific coast, supple- 
menting the line to the Great Lakes 
which carries Alberta oil to eastern 
markets. 

Meanwhile, Edmonton shaped up 
as the centre of a great new chemi- 
cal industry. First in the field was 
Canadian Chemical Co., a subsidiary 
of Celanese Corporation of America. 
Its $54,000,000 plant, the largest of 
its type in the world, will turn Brit- 
ish Columbia wood pulp into syn- 
thetic textiles and by-products of the 
nearby oil refineries into chemicals 
including some not at present manu- 
factured in Canada. 

Close behind Celanese was Cana- 
dian Industries Limited with plans to 
build a $13,000,000 plant as starter. 
It will make polythene, a plastic 
widely used in the electrical, pharma- 
ceutical and packaging industries, 
and will use 10,000,000 cubic feet a 
day of Alberta natural gas. A third 
chemical concern was reported ready 
to announce its plans. 
ment plant at Exshaw, west of Cal- 
gary; a $3,000,000 refinery at Stett- 
ler, and a $5,000,000 pulp mill at 
Yates, 114 miles west of Edmonton. 
Sherritt-Gordon Mines Ltd. is consid- 
ering Alberta for a $17,500,000 ore- 

Another C.LL. plant is under con- 
struction in Calgary — a $4,500,000 
project to make commercial explo- 
sives, An additional chemical proj- 
ect is a $3,000,000 plant for the Lind- 
bergh area, 120 miles northeast of 
Edmonton, to make caustic coda, 
chlorine and associated chemicals, 

Other major industries included a 
$5,000,000 addition to the Canada Ce- 
processing plant, the site of which is 
expected to be announced soon. 


The past year saw the completion 
of large-scale irrigation works, bal- 
ancing in the south to some extent 
the industrial development in the 
north, Completion of the $7,000,000 
St. Mary river dam marked the first 
big step in a $80,000,000 project 
which will open up.some 4,000 irri- 
gated farms over the next 10 years 
and free large dry areas from de- 
pendence on grain growing and 
ranching, 

This will result in intensified rais- 
ing of specialty crops, Already a 
quick-freezing plant in Lethbridge is 
producing’ more than one-fifth of all 
the quick-frozen vegetables marketed 
in Canada. A cannery at Taber an- 
nounced a $1,000,000 expansion pro- 
gram and a new $5,000,000 beet-sugar 
factory, one of the most modern in 
the world and southern Alberta’s 
third, went into operation. 

Agriculture, still the ‘province's 
basic industry, produced more than 
half a billion dollars worth of crops 
last year. Forest products topped 
$18,000,000. With more than 15 per 
cent, of the world’s coal in reserve, 
the province mined an estimated $37,- 
000,000 worth during 1951, . 

Industrial activity stimulated. all 
forms of commerce. The year saw 
tremendous expansion in warehous- 
ing, for instance. Retail trade top- 
ped three-quarters of a billion dol- 
lars, more than three times the turn- 
over of 10 years ago. Bank clearings 
totalled $2,250,000,000 and bank 
debits approached the _ five-billion 
mark.

High gravity oil contains more of 
the “high-fractions’ in demand for 
oil age. More gasoline, diesel fuel, 
bunker fuel oil, propane and other 
hydrocarbons can be refined from the 
lighter oil. Low-gravity oil contains

Alberta Beet 
Harvest Shows 
Decline In 1951 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta.—Officials of 
Canadian Sugar factories here said 
that southern Alberta’s 1951 sugar 
beet production will be down approxi- 
mately 43,000,000 pounds or 85 per 
cent from the preceding year. 

The factory officials said roughly 
80,000,000 pounds of beet sugar will 
be produced from the 1951 crop. In 
1950 output was a record 123,802,000 
pounds. 

Processing plants at Raymond, 
Picture Butte and Taber in the Leth- 
bridge area are expected to’ have 
sliced about 348,000 tons of beets 
when the processing campaign ends, 
This is also sharply-down from the 
record 1950 output of 445,164 tons.

Alberta Battles 
Invasion Of 
Rats At Border 


EDMONTON. — “Go west, 
young rat, go west,’ the old 
rats tell the young rats. That's 
the facetious sugestion of A. M. 
Wilson, Alberta field crops com- 
missioner who has the job of 
keeping rats out of the province. 

For a long time Alberta boasted of 
being the only rat-free area in North 
America. Now the rodents have in- 
vaded the province on a 60-mile front 
along the Saskatchewan boundary. 

“They have been found as far as 
11 miles inside the province,” said 
Mr. Wilson. 

The infiltrated area starts about 
200 miles southeast of Edmonton at 
Bodo and runs south to Acadia Val- 
ley, about 150 miles east of Calgary. 

The rats have gained a foothold, 
but Alberta has launched a vigorous 
counter-attack, 

By keeping special crews on the 
job all winter it is hoped to wipe out 
all the colonies in the’province before 
spring. Rats are easier to fight in 
winter because they live under barns 
and other buildings. In the summer 
they are in the fields. 

But even provided the existing col- 
onies are wiped out, rat control in 
Alberta probably will be a permanent 
job unless the large numbers in 
Saskatchewan adjacent to the Al- 
berta boundary are curbed. 

In Alberta, a bill was passed by 
the legislature a year ago making 
rat control the responsibility of the 
municipalities,

EXPERIMENTAL FARM NOTES 
FARMING IN *52 

From an economic and social stand- 
point the implications of soil erosion 
are important and extensive. It is 
Pertinent to observe that a definite 
cause-and effect realationship exists 
between the physical removal of the 
soil and the many economic ills be- 
setting agriculture. 

It is an axiomatic principle that 
any process which destroys the es- 
sential productivty of the land can 
have only ‘an adverse eff :t on an 
economy that depends so li: zely on 
the soil for its existence. Soil ero« 
son is such a process and our nation 
is governed by such an economy. 
Truly the soil is the essence of ex- 
istence and therefore one’s sense of 
self-preservation should be powerful 
enough to demand that the ravages 
of soil erosion be checked immédiatee 
ly. 

The fact that no single method can 
be relied upon to control all soil ero- 
sion on any farm or in any particular 
district has been reiterated many 
times, In most farming districty 
some farmers have started a definite 
Program of conservation farming. 
However, there remains the undispiut- 
able fact that a few individuals in 
each district still obstinately refuse 
to adopt the control measures yo 
necessary for universal well-being, 

Complete compatability between 
the human use of soil and the pattern 
of natural environment is impossible, 
Despite this realization, the obligae 
tion of adapting farm culture to the 
naural limitations of the land _ still 
exists, Too often, land has been de- 
nuded of its natural cover and left 
bare to the wind and weather. Too 
many grain farmers are failing to 
adopt strip farming and trash cover 
fallows as conservation measures, 
Likewise, there are too many farm- 
ers of irrigated lands who have failed 
to protect their smal] acreages of 
high priced land from wind and water 
erosioon, However, a far more ser- 
ious crime is that of neglecting to 
adopt measures of emergency con- 
trol when and if erosion does oc- 
cur, 

Past experience and research has 
developed methods of emergency 
control well within the resources and 
abilities of the average farmer, The 
Dominion Experimental Station at 
Lethbridge has demonstrated that 
trash cover fallow, strip farming cons 
tour listing, and ridging fields at 
right angles to the wind are effective 
methods of control against soil drift- 
ing Similarly, grassed waterways and 
employed on southern Alberta farms
